Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1957. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each 
of  the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  Population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  for  mid-1957  is  104,980,  an  increase  of  1,170  over  the 
mid-1956  figure.  The  population  figures  for  each  District  are  given  on 
page  10,  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year ; 
it  will  be  noted  an  increase  of  population  occurred  in  each  District  of 
the  Area. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (i.e.,  number  of  births  per  1,000 
population)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  14.4  compared  with  13.8 
for  the  Area  in  1956.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1957 
was  16.1. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (i.e.,  number  of  deaths  per  1,000 
population)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  11.0  whereas  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11.5;  in  1956  the  Death  Rate  in  the  Joint 
Health  Area  was  11.5. 
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In  the  Table  of  Statistics  on  page  11,  in  addition  to  the  Crude 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  Adjusted  Rates  are  obtained 
by  multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability  Factors  for  the 
individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General;  the  Factor 
makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  in  a  particular  District,  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to 
be  compared  with  one  another  and  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (i.e.,  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area 
was  20.5  compared  with  23.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

One  MATERNAL  DEATH  occurred  in  the  Joint  Area  during  the 
year. 


Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is  shown  for 
each  District  on  pages  15  to  17.  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
was  low  generally  throughout  the  Area  during  the  year.  No  cases  of 
Diphtheria  were  notified,  and  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  out¬ 
standingly  low.  There  was  a  moderate  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough 
and  Measles,  but  no  deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year,  19  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the 
Area,  in  8  of  these  cases  there  was  no  paralysis.  One  death  occurred. 

The  number  of  cases  and  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Area  from 
1947  when  the  disease  first  became  prevalent,  is  as  follows: —

Tuberculosis. 

In  1957,  53  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  6  new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified.  There  were  4  deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
The  figures  for  individual  Districts  are  given  on  page  18. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1956,  comment  was  made  on  the  decline 
in  the  incidence  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Area,  the  figures 
for  that  year  being  only  27  pulmonary  and  8  non-pulmonary.  The 
number  of  cases  notified  in  1957  was  higher  than  in  the  preceding 
two  years,  this  increase  being  partly  explained  by  the  mass  miniature 
radiography  survey  which  was  carried  out  in  both  the  rural  and  urban 
districts  of  Sevenoaks. 
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Food  Hygiene. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  to  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955.  During  1957,  work  continued  to  bring 
food  premises  in  the  Area  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Regu¬ 
lations,  reference  is  made  to  this  in  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of 
Food  sections  of  the  various  Districts. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  20,  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47,  (Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.) 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  again  this  year  that  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  apply  for  any  Removal  Orders  under  this  section.  In  the 
cases  investigated,  the  old  people  concerned  either  agreed  to  go  into 
Hospital  or  Old  People’s  Homes  voluntarily  or  it  proved  possible  for 
them  to  remain  in  their  own  homes.  The  latter  happy  solution  being 
due  to  the  excellent  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  by 
the  various  Voluntary  Organisations  in  the  Area.

At  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  16th  October,  1957,  the  Chairman 
expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  Members  to  Mr.  Lee  for  his  services 
during  the  past  21  years,  and  I  gladly  record  my  own  thanks  to  Mr. 
Lee  for  his  wise  counsel  and  help  since  I  have  been  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Area. 

Once  again  I  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  District  Councils,  the  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioners  of  the  Area,  the  staff  of  the  County  Health  Department,  the 
voluntary  workers  in  the  Area  and  my  own  staff  for  their  helpful 
co-operation  during  the  year.

Three  premises  previously  dependent  upon  spring  and  well  water 
were  connected  to  the  main  supply. 

A  new  bore-hole  was  sunk  to>  provide  a  supply  to  three  farm  cot¬ 
tages,  no  main  water  being  available  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The 
previous  supply  to  these  cottages  was  obtained  from  a  spring.

The  East  Surrey  Water  Company  completed  the  construction  of  a 
250,000  gallon  service  reservoir  at  Mark  Beech,  Cowden,  during  the 
year,  and  this  was  brought  into  service  during  the  summer. 


The  construction  of  a  further  reservoir  in  the  Parish  of  Westerham 
has  been  commenced,  together  with  the  necessary  mains  in  order  to 
strengthen  the  water  supply  in  the  Chiddingstone  area.  It  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  work  will  be  in  commission  by  the  summer  of  1958. 


2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

Edenbridge  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

As  detailed  in  the  1956  Animal  Report  this  sewage  works  is  under 
reconstruction.  Work  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Leigh  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  old  works  which  were  originally  constructed  in  1911  are  being 
substantially  reconstructed.  The  new  work  involves  the  construction 
of  detritus  and  screening  chambers,  settling  tanks,  an  electrically 
operated  pumping  station,  filters,  humus  tanks,  and  sludge  drying 
beds  and  modifications  to  the  existing  settling  tanks  to  be  used  as 
storm  tanks.  The  total  cost  of  this  work  is  about  £12,000  and  the 
work  should  be  completed  in  1958. 

During  the  year  25  bucket  closets  were  abolished  and  the  premises 
provided  with  waterborne  sanitation. 

Seventeen  premises  previously  drained  to  cesspools  were  connected 
to  the  main  sewer. 

In  areas  where  main  drainage  is  not  available  8  new  Septic  Tanks 
and  10  new  cesspools  were  constructed.

Although  there  are  10  bakehouses,  a  considerable  amount  of  bread 
retailed  in  the  district  is  manufactured  outside  the  area. 

Extensive  works  have  been  carried  out  to  one  bakehouse.

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  mobile  shops  during  the  hop-picking 
and  holiday  periods. 

There  is  only  one  food  factory  operating  in  the  area.  The  conditions 
are  satisfactory  and  the  premises  well  maintained. 

Lectures  have  been  given  on  two  occasions.  While  no  extensive 
campaign  has  been  operated  during  the  year  during  routine  visits  to 
food  premises  food  handlers  have  been  instructed  in  the  importance 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance  when  a  loaf  of  bread 
was  found  to  contain  a  cigarette  end.  A  penalty  of  £20  with  5  guineas 
costs  was  imposed.

A  reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  has  been  maintained  in  cafes, 
canteens  and  restaurants  during  the  year,  and  educational  work  with 
the  employees  carried  out  during  visits  to  the  premises.  Many  pro¬ 
prietors  prefer  this  approach  rather  than  the  official  line  of  action. 

There  are  two  less  bakehouses  in  the  district  than  in  previous  years. 
The  reason  for  this  being  that  the  businesses  have  been  sold  to  a  firm 
in  Orpington,  where  all  the  bread  is  baked  and  delivered  by  van  into 
the  district. 

Premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Preserved  Food 
(Section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act)  have  been  kept  under  close  observa¬ 
tion  during  the  year  and  a  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  main¬ 
tained. 

Other  food  shops  have  been  kept  under  close  observation  during 
the  year  and  a  reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained.  These 
include  all  shops  where  food  is  sold.  A  number  of  approaches  have 
been  made  during  the  year  to  owners  of  premises  in  connection  with 
the  protection  of  food  displayed  for  sale  on  counters.  A  number  of 
shop-keepers  have  now  co-operated  in  this  matter  and  provided 
shields  on  the  counters.  This  has  been  particularly  successful  in  the 
larger  shops.  Much  work  has  been  done  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  by  informal  approach. 

There  are  four  firms  operating  mobile  vehicles  in  the  area  for  the 
sale  of  greengrocery,  groceries  and  provisions,  and  refreshments. 
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There  are  normally  two  stalls  in  the  Market  Square,  High  Street,, 
on  Saturdays,  where  fruit  and  vegetables  are  sold  by  retail  by  local 
inhabitants. 

The  market  at  Tubs  Hill  Station  has  increased  very  considerably 
during  the  year.  These  premises  are  regularly  visited  as  auction  sales 
take  place  on  two  days  per  week.  The  Owners  of  the  Market  are  now 
licensed  to  sell  Game  and,  in  addition  to  fruit,  vegetables,  dressed 
poultry  and  rabbits,  game  is  now  sold  by  auction. 

There  are  no  food  factories  in  the  district. 

No  organised  lectures  or  film  shows  were  arranged  during  the  year 
but  much  educational  work  has  been  carried  out  during  visits  to  food 
preparing  places  and  food  shops.  At  the  request  of  “  The  Family 
Club,”  attached  to  Sevenoaks  Congregational  Church,  a  talk  was 
given,  entitled  “  Your  Food,”  to  some  sixty  mothers.  This  was  most 
interesting  and  many  questions  were  answered.

Four  more  cottages  in  the  remote  part  of  Lamberhurst  Parish  were 
connected  to  a  main  supply  during  the  year.  There  are  a  few  parts  of

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3.  The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food)  Order,  1957. 

This  Order  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June,  1957,  and  pro¬ 
hibited  feeding  of  unboiled  waste  foods  to  certain  animals  and  poultry. 
It  also  provides  that  all  waste  foods  for  feeding  to  animals  collected 
from  premises  must  be  boiled  by  the  collector  for  one  hour  before 
being  moved  to  other  premises.  The  Order  provides  for  the  licensing 
of  plants  and  equipment  if  adequate  and  satisfactory  for  use  for 
boiling  waste  foods. 

Fifteen  applications  were  received  from  persons  operating  boiling 
plants  and  thirteen  licences  have  been  granted.  Two  were  refused 
because  the  plant  and  equipment  were  not  satisfactory.

The  majority  of  cafes,  restaurants  and  canteens  have  now  been 
raised  to  the  structural  standards  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  are  equipped  with  modern  water  heating  appliances 
and  washing  facilities.  One  cafe  at  Pembury  was  being  improved  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  early  in  1958. 

Action  was  taken  to  secure  major  structural  improvements  and 
better  facilities  at  two  bakehouses  during  the  year  and  works  were 
commenced  before  the  year’s  end.  Occupiers  of  other  bakehouses 
were  required  to  remedy  minor  defects  and  to  redecorate  their 
premises. 

The  majority  of  the  premises  registered  for  the  Manufacture  of 
Preserved  Food  (Section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act)  have  now  been  re¬ 
registered  under  the  Act  having  complied  with  all  the  conditions  of 
registration.  The  remaining  three  premises  are  expected  to  comply 
early  in  1958. 

Steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  securing  compliance  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  in  other  food  stores,  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  provision  of  water  heating  equipment  and  hand  washing 
arrangements.  Structural  improvements  were  secured  at  a  few 
grocers’  premises. 

Very  few  food  stalls  and  vehicles  operated  during  the  year. 

The  two  food  factories  were  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory  when 
inspections  were  made. 
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The  usual  advice  was  given  to  food  handlers  on  the  best  methods 
of  good  and  hygienic  practice  during  visits  to  premises.

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  development  in  the  north  east  areas  of  the  town  in  extending 
sewers  to  serve  the  remaining  part  of  Higham  Wood  Estate  has  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year. 

Throughout  the  year  no  new  works  of  sewage  disposal  were  under¬ 
taken. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held  a  Public 
Inquiry  in  September  following  the  Council’s  appeal  against  the 
refusal  of  the  Kent  County  Council  to  grant  planning  permission  for 
the  proposed  new  sewage  works  at  Rats  Castle  and  subsequently  up¬ 
held  the  County  Council’s  decision.  A  scheme  was  prepared  for 
improving  the  effluent  from  the  existing  works  involving  improved 
screens  and  the  provision  of  a  grass  irrigation  area  and  new  sludge 
lagoons.  Work  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  January,  1958. 

Following  the  extensive  investigations  into  the  soil  and  surface 
water  sewerage  systems  in  the  south  eastern  area,  of  the  town,  an 
outline  scheme  for  alleviating  flooding  in  the  Priory  Road,  Alexander 
Road  area  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Local  Government  for  approval. 
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3.  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

Planning  consent  was  obtained  to  develop  Priory  Wood  as  a  con¬ 
trolled  tip  but  unexpected  difficulties  arose  in  securing  access  to  the 
site.  Refuse  Disposal  has  continued  on  flood  land  in  the  meantime. 

Ninety-six  dustbins  were  provided  by  the  Council  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  Section  75  (3)  and  53  dustbins  previously  provided 
were  replaced  during  the  year.  The  charge  for  dustbins  under  this 
Section  was  increased  as  from  1st  April,  1957,  from  4s.  4d.  to  7s.  6d.

The  fly  infestations  during  the  Autumn  were  caused  by  species 
THAUMATOMVIA  POTATA,  which  were  particularly  troublesome. 
They  are  approximately  the  size  of  the  fruit  flies  and  gain  access 
through  cracks  between  sashes,  etc.,  and  are  seen  in  great  numbers 
crawling  on  ceilings.  Sashes  were  painted  with  insecticide  and  those 
gaining  access  were  sprayed. 

Twenty-two  premises  were  visited  in  connection  with  infestations 
as  follows: — 

Cockroaches  2;  Fleas  2;  Ants  8;  Woodworm  6;  Flies  3; 

Earwigs  3. 

Gammexane  was  used  successfully  against  cockroaches  and  ants. 
One  cockroach  infestation  was  dealt  with  by  a  pest  extermination 
firm.  The  woodworm  infestations  were  treated  by  twice  spraying  in 
late  spring  with  proprietary  woodworm  spray  containing  D.D.T.  The 
fleas  were  cleared  by  residual  spraying.  The  earwig  infestation  was 
unsuccessfully  treated  with  residual  spray,  but  treatment  by  sulphur 


block  fumigation  was  successful.

Food  (Section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act)  have  been  systematically 
carried  out  and  several  improvements  have  been  made. 

In  other  food  stores  one  fried  fish  shop  was  internally  re-designed 
and  greatly  improved  and  one  branch  shop  of  a  firm  of  multiple 
grocers  was  completely  modernised  and  re-designed. 

There  is  one  food  stall  in  the  District  which  is  satisfactory. 

The  occupiers  of  the  food  factory  in  the  District  are  carrying  out 
extensive  works  of  improvement.
